Mine arrived yesterday and I started charging it about 4 PM. After about 
30 minutes the little "charge" lite went out indicating (according to 
the instructions) that the battery was topped of. 


I let the unit sit for a couple of hours, checked the voltage on the 
meter when I turned it "on" and it read about 11 volts. I then plugged 
in the charger and the charge lite went on and it continued charging 
thru the night. The next morning, I looked at the unit and it was still 
in the charge mode! It had been on charge for about 12 hours...the 
manual says about 8 hours total is all that is needed and the charge 
controller will automatically shut down to avoid overcharging. 


I picked up the unit and there was a picular "bubbling/soft 
hissing/gurgling sound coming from the innards. Methinks the battery 
was slightly overcharged. Anyone else have this problem?

Selection of DSP type is important, as is a tool set to support S/W development. 


If the DSP type has parallel execution, ie, more than a souped up touring 
machine, then a visual simulator (of the internal DSP data flow paths) can 

be invaluable. Some minds, not mine, can keep track of parallel execution 

at the machine level. The screen/character oriented visual TI DSP simulator 
(DOS 3.0 back then) was the crutch that got me through a quick turn around 
project. One nifty feature of that simulator was it could read data file 
streams in place of A/D input, meaning, the algorithms could be stress tested 
and performance characterized prior to downloading into the DSP. Most of 

the S/W development time was spent in the simulator environment. With 
absolute control of the input stream, and single stepping through the 

screen mode simulator, logic/calculation errors and OP code misunderstandings 
were traced down quickly. Some of the micro-code activity ordering was not 
obvious. I recall using a commenting method that helped clarify that ordering. 


That project had multiple FIR filters massaging video data and was written 
in assembly. That was several years ago so the tools should have matured 
significantly since then. 


There is also a huge difference in starting from scratch vs following an 
article. 


For instance, the prototype DSP PCB we started with was noisy. So noisy, 
that a few random interrupts would fire over a several hour period. The 
kludge work-around was to put duplicate vectors on each potential interrupt, 
where the vector would take the DSP into normal code if possible, or error 
code if not. That kludge stayed even though the H/W was fixed. 


Either way, two more hurdles to consider are: 1) process of downloading the 
binary image into the DSP. 2) process for debugging on the actual hardware. 

I believe all the kits mentioned provide this capability and you'll want 

the documentation (users manual, CD, www site) that explains these procedures.

6 covers the 3-el Yagi 
I use as a standard against which to measure other designs, and also has a 
design for a wide-band Yagi that is promising as a substitute for the 
LPDA--using open-sleeve coupled drivers for a 50-Ohm direct feed. Almost 
matches the LPDA (bit not quite) and is simpler to construct. Hope the 
comparisons may be useful or instructive to someone. Eventually, I'll add 
an idex to permit direct access to each item, but for now, they are 
sequential--because this thing has grown faster than anticipated.

LEONID METEOR STORM SPRINGS EARLY SURPRISE 


Early reports suggests that the expected Leonid meteor storm did indeed take 
place - but around 16 hours sooner than forecast. Astronomers working at the 
UK's Isaac Newton Telescope on the island of La Palma in the Canary Islands 
estimated that they were seeing meteors at a rate of 2000 per hour as dawn 
broke around 5 a.m. GMT on Tuesday 17th November, with numbers still going 


up. 


Amateur astronomers and members of the public in the UK and other western 
European countries have been reporting large numbers of meteors - hundreds 
per hour - between about 1.00 and 6.00 a.m. on the 17th. By noon GMT, the 
rate seemed to have declined substantially, according to reports from 
observers in the US, where it was still dark. The peak of the storm probably 
occurred over the Atlantic Ocean around 6 a.m. GMT.

Astronomer Dr Alan Fitzsimmons of the Queen's University, Belfast, was one 
of the lucky observers to witness the storm in the clear dark skies over the 
La Palma Observatory. "The number of bright meteors is astounding" he wrote 
as the storm grew in intensity at about 5.30 a.m.. <snip> We are 
approaching one meteor per second and the rate still seems to be increasing, 
but twilight is now beginning." 


<snip> Once the observations made this year are analysed, it should be 
easier to predict whether there could be a repeat performance in 1999. 


No information has yet been received on whether any satellites or spacecraft 
suffered damage as a result of the meteor storm.

Hi Gang, 

I beleive that there are some very good arguments for changing our QRP 
calling frequencies. 

You get my vote for changing the 20, 15 and 10 meter frequencies to 
40khz up from the bottom edge of the band, at on 40 and 80 meters to 
30Khz up from the bottom end of the band. I have been listening on these 
frequencies quite a bit lately and there doesn't seem to be any one 
group that camps out there. On most of the bands the FISTS group seem to 
camp out on 58 Khz up from the band edge and also spread up to 60 mostly 


with QRO power. 

For me the 17 meter band doesn't seem to be a good band for QRP as many 
of the stations there seem to jump on a frequency and start calling 
regardless of whether it is busy or not. 12 meters may be a good band 
for QRP but havent investigated it too much, but have heard a lot of 
weak CW there lately. 

I don't mean to start a big controversy but just to throw out a few 
feelers about this. Personally I'll use any clear spot in the band to 
call CQ but we do need a few spots where we can find each other. I also 
have had good luck down in the EXTRA portion of the band.Some of those 
DX types on the other side have really great ears and great antennas. 

Speaking of A1 operators. Has any one listened to Fred K3Z0 during the 
contests? He always is a gentleman and doesn't send at a great speed and 
ALWAYS has a great score in any contest that he is active in. I think it 
was in last year's sweepstakes that I turned my power down to 250 mw and 
gave Frred a call. Think he came back to the second call. Great ears.
